Claims 1-8 and 17-26 

The inventions of claims 1-8 and 17-26 do not appear to possess novelty or involve 
an inventive step based on documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes human recombinant PLGF, namely, human recombinant HGF 
having five amino acid residues deleted in the first Kringle domain, having growth 
promotion action on epithelial cells and the like and effective in the treatment of damaged 
epithelial cells; the invention of the present application and the invention described in 
document 1 cannot be differentiated. 



In addition, as described in document 2, because HGF is known to have 
vascularization promotion action and granulation promotion action, investigating whether 
the protein of the invention of the present application having amino acid sequence 
resembling HGF has this action could be easily achieved by a person skilled in the art. 
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
